The  English  High  School 
J.R.O.T.C.  which  stands  for  Junior 
Reserve  Officer  Training  Corps 
began  in  1993  with  110  cadets. 
Now  in  the  year  1999  we  have  178 
cadets.  Its  purpose  is  to  motivate 
young  men  and  women  to  become 
better  citizens  and  to  develop 
leadership  and  communication 
skills.  The  program  is  instructed 
by  a  retired  officer  from  the  army, 
LTC  Jones,  who  is  the  SAI  (Senior 
Army  Instructor)  and  by  First 
Sergeant  Alford,  the  AI  (Army 
Instructor). 

The  J.R.O.T.C.  cadets  partici- 
pate in  many  activities;  these 
include  color  guard,  honor  guard, 


drill  team  exhibitions,  competitions 
and  rifle  team  and  summer  camp. 
Over  the  past  five  years,  the 
J.R.O.T.C.  cadets  at  English  High 
School  have  contributed  to  various 
community  service  programs  such  as 
Special  Olympics,  parades,  drill 
meets,  open  house,  art  festivals,  high 
school  graduations,  middle  school 
graduations,  community  schools 
programs  and  athletic  events.

ProTech  is  a  multi-year  school- 
to-career  program  that  integrates 
classroom  and  work-based  learn- 
ing to  prepare  students  for  chal- 
lenging careers  in  financial 
services  and  health  care. 

The  aim  of  ProTech  is  to 
prepare  students  for  a  career.  It 
combines  classroom  learning  with 
a  work  site  internship  and  job 
experience.  Throughout  the  junior 
year  of  high  school,  students 
ttend  a  number  of  work  site 
rotations  to  learn  first  hand  about 
many  aspects  of  their  chosen 

dustry.  In  March  of  their  junior 
year,  Pro  Tech  students  become 
eligible  for  a  part-time  job  at  the 
work  site. 


The  Financial  Services  Program 
prepares  high  school  students  for 
careers  in  banking,  insurance,  and 
investment.  The  Health  Care  Pro- 
gram gives  students  the  hands  on 
experience  of  working  in  a  hospital. 

Students  have  gained  self-confi- 
dences as  well  as  strong  work- 
readiness  and  technical  skills.  The 
higher  level  of  work  demanded  of 
them  through  ProTech  has  raised 
their  own  expectations  of  themselves. 
They  know  they  will  achieve  more 
and  they  have  full  control  of  their 
lives,  futures,  and  careers.

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Mass-pep

Many  of  us  know  about  the 
Mass-pep  program  at  English 
High.  For  those  who  are  not 
familiar  with  it,  Mass-pep  stands 
for  Massachusetts  Pre-Engineering 
Program.  The  students  who 
attend  this  class  are  either  pursu- 
ing a  career  in  engineering  or 
related  fields,  such  as  computer 
science  or  architecture.  Mr.  Hill 
says,  "This  is  a  program  that  lets 
all  9-12  grade  high  school  students 
come  to  learn  on  an  equal  level. 
Creativity  and  the  desire  to  build 
are  needed  and  met  by  all  partici- 
pants." 

The  class  is  held  in  room  331, 
which  is  Mr.  Hill's  physics  class 
when  school  is  in  session.  He  and 
Ms.  Crary  are  the  teachers  who 
run  the  Mass-pep  program.  The 
class  meets  every  Tuesday  after 


school  where  they  speak,  test,  and 
build  each  other's  ideas.  The  stu- 
dents are  regularly  split  into  groups 
and  are  assigned  a  project  that 
challenges  their  engineering  skills. 
They  do  a  variety  of  projects 
throughout  the  year,  from  making 
cars  powered  by  a  mousetrap  to 
bridges  built  out  of  toothpicks.  The 
class  frequently  goes  on  field  trips 
relating  to  the  lesson  and  also 
welcomes  guest  speakers  who  are 
professional  engineers.  Ms.  Crary 
says,  "Mass-pep  gives  students  an 
opportunity  to  talk  with  and  be 
advised  by  real  working  engineers." 

I  myself  am  a  member  of  the 
Mass-pep  program.  We  are  taught 
about  the  different  types  of  materials, 
technology,  and  weaknesses/ 
strengths  of  an  object.  As  my  leader- 
ship, teamwork,  and  creative  skills 
improve,  as  well  as  everyone  else's,  I 
believe  that  whatever  field  I  choose 
to  study,  I  will  feel  comfortable  and 


familiar  because  of  the  knowledge 
gained  from  the  Mass-pep  pro- 
gram. I  asked  a  fellow  classmate, 
Eduart  Pulaha,  how  he  felt  about 
the  program  and  he  said,  "It  is  a 
hands  on  engineering  program 
that  inspires  the  kids  to  follow  the 
technology  as  it  becomes  greater 
and  more  sophisticated  in  the 
future.  " 

The  Mass-pep  program  puts 
our  school's  future  engineers' 
minds  to  the  test  to  see  if  they 
have  what  it  takes  to  be  successful 
in  the  fields  they  will  follow.  The 
class  will  help  them  have  a  better 
understanding  of  the  challenges 
they  will  encounter  in  the  future. 
It  is  an  outstanding  program  and 
the  participating  students  will 
have  a  greater  chance  of  achieving 
their  engineering  goal,  whether  it 
is  passing  a  college  course  or 
beginning  their  future  career.
